Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amendment to claims 125 and 128 fails to overcome the rejection under 112, second paragraph and raises 
additional issues of the subject matter claimed and also proper dependency of the claims. Specifically, it is not obvious as how the 
polypeptides of claims 125 and 128 are different from the polypeptides recited in the base claims. Further, amendment to claim 150 raises 
new issues under 1 12, 2 for reciting now at least three apparently different substitutions within the SCHAG polypeptide . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The request for consideration has been fully 
considered. As explained above, Applicant's proposed amendment did not overcome rejections under 1 12, 2 in sections 8 and 1 1 of Paper 
mailed on 10/14/2008. Accordingly, the amendment has not been entered. However, amendment to claims 126, 129, 144, 145 obviates the 
indefiniteness issues and would have been entered if limited only to these claims.
